SECTION I.—GENERAL AND POLITICAL. 

On the retirement of tlic Honorable Mr. S. Sluirgrasoobyer, c. i. k., Dewaii 
Bahadur K. Krolmaswatny Rao was appointed Dewan of Travancore. 

His Excellency Sir Arthur Elibank Havelock, a. r. m. a; g. c. i. n., 
Governor of Madras, accompanied by Lady Havelock, paid a visit to Travancore 
about the middle of October 1897. 

His Highness the Malm Rajah returned the visit of His Excellency in 
January 1898. 


ADMINISTRATION OP THE LAND. 

The total demand for the year was Rs. 28,18,793,- of which Rs. 1,18,802 
represents the remissions allowed. The actual demand was thus Rs. 21.99.991. 
The collections amounted to Rs. 21,29,469, leaving a balance of Rs. 70,522. 
A sum of Rs. 67,646 was realised under old arrears, which raised the total collec¬ 
tions to Rs. 21,97,115. Deducting from this the expenditure for the year, viz. 
Rs. 3,54,688, the net revenue was Rs. 18,42,427. Processes for recovery of arrears 
were issued in respect of Rs. 3,24,939, and they were followed up by attachment 
of property in respect of Rs. 29,591. But property had to bo actually'sold only in 
respect of Rs. 3,716. 7,732 revenue cases were disposed of during the year which 
fetched a revenue of Rs. 70,188. The number of cases of transfer of registry 
disposed of was 17,221. The amount‘of compensation adjudged under the law for 
the acquisition of land for public purposes was Rs. 31,543, the number of cases 
disposed of being 489. To obviate the inconvenience caused by the levy of tax in 
cocoanuts in some' of the southern taluks, the ryots were allowed to pay the same 
in money at a fixed rate of commutation. 

Survey operations were carried on in Shertallay, Vaikam, Ettumauur, Parur, 
Alangad, Todupuzha, (Cardamom Hills) and Ghengannur (Mlapara). 339*43 
square miles of field survey and measurement and 33125 of boundary survey were 
completed. Pair areas to the extent of 36078 square miles were made ready for 

were lithographed besides other maps. Duplication of measurement skotclios of 
1,01,720 'survey fields was finished. The total expenditure was Rs. 83,611 
against 90,468 Rs. in the previous year. The amalgamation of the miscellaneous 
survey agency with the general department was effected. The year’s out-turn was 
the highest on record, being 36078 square miles against 358-69 square miles in 
1072. A scheme for the maintenance of survey and land records in surveyed 
taluks and the opening of survey schools for the training of Revenue officers was 
under consideration. 

Including the taluk , of Kottayam which was newly taken up for settlement 
during the year, there were 16 taluks under settlement operations. In 4 settled 
.taluks some minor work was attended to. The major portion of the work in the 
Quilon taluk having been completed by the close of the year, the new rates have 
been introduced from the beginning of 1074. The question of the curtailment of 
the extent and the delimitation of the boundaries of the Quilon Cantonment lias 
been decided in the current year and the necessary instructions have been issued: 
to the Settlement Department. In Earunagapalli abstract statements for 11 
villages were prepared. The rates for one village were sanctioned by Government. 
In the Neyyattmkara taluk the block-dividing work of 15 out of 18 villages was 
completed. In the Vilavankod taluk block-dividing work was commenced in 3 
villages. In Kalkulam and Eraniel the field party were engaged in the comparison 








of Vattavan statements in addition to registration and divide-work. In Kunnattm 
tlie balance of classification work (672 properties) winch ^emamcd at the close of 
1072 was done during 1073. Classification work was done m Ghanganaehory for 
91451orowrties and in Kottayam for 43,816 properties. Olngn form work was 
done in 13 taluks. The revenue from the disposal of revenue cases amounted to 
Rs 29,386 against Rs. 19,344 in 1072. The cost ot the dq..etmuit was Rs.

The number of persons involved and the aggregate 
value of suits also increased by 28-02 and 38 per cent respectively over (be figures 
for 1072. The average value of a suit however fell from Ks. 90-49 io Ils. ill '51. 
35-95 per cent of the total litigation were small causes. Bool property suits formed 
45'03 per cent. 1 out of every 22 persons were involved in litigation against 1 
out of 27 in 1072. 39,358 .'suits forming 77-40 per cent of the total manlier for 
disposal were disposed of during the year. The arrears at, the close of the year 
were 11,456 suits, the heavy arrears being due to the .large influx of ,'lnmti suits 
at the close of the year. The total number of suits for disposal by Mmisifs aggr¬ 
egated 49,047, of which 38,094, forming 77-67 per cent, were disposed of; the 
value of a suit averaging Ks. 66'42. The disposal by a Mimsiff jlveraged 
2,082 suits against 1,878 in 1072. There was a falling of! in the ratio of decisions 
appealed against. The arrears were 10,953 suits, of which 8,119 suits or 74 per 
cent were instituted during the last month of the year. Out of dfi,7(id applications 
for execution of decrees, 33,550 were disposed of, the duration of disposal 
averaging 29 days m ordinary suits and 17 in small causes. 1.9 witnesses were 
fined during, the year against 10 in 1072. The number of original suits for 
disposal by the District Courts rose from 1,477 to 1,767 or an increase of 19-06 per 
cent over the previous year. The disposals amounted to 1,264—mi increase of 
12 3 per cent. There was nevertheless a rise in the arrears by 14-]. per mil. The 
duration of disposal averaged 4 months and 22 days in ordinary suits and 1 month 
and 17 days in small causes. There were for disposal during the your 97 suits 
against Government of which 54 were disposed of. Applications for execution of 
decrees numbered 2,112, of which 1,789 were disposed of. The duration of disposal 
averaged 55 days. There were 2,292 appeal suits for disposal during the year, the 
value per suit averaging Ks. 159-87. 64-09 per cent were disposed of within 3 

months, 3o’9/ per-cent between S months and 1 year, and the remainder—1*94 per 
cent—after one year. The duration of disposal averaged 3 months and S days 
ag-aiust 2 months and 20 days in the preceding year. As regards the quality of 
the decisions, there was a satisfactory falling off in the ratio of appealable decisions— 
a P.P eals umbering 260 and 361 against 303 and 432 respectively 
m 1072, The decline in confirmations both in first and second appeals and the rise 
m reversals m the case of second appeals were very■ marked.

SECTION IV.—PRODUCTION AND DISTRIBUTION. 

The season was more favorable for agriculture than in 1072 The rainfall too 
was copious and fairly well distributed. The crops suffered somowhat from ex¬ 
cessive rain in the taluks bordering on the backwaters. The prices of food grains 
ruled high during the year. The total rainfall was 3,285 inches, and in 23 of the 
gauging stations it was in excess, and in 16 in defect, of the normal. 

Mr. Sealy for the first four months, and the Conservator for the remainder‘of 
the year, held charge of the department. The revised scheme of establishment 
was fully given effect to during the year. Two forest tracts to the extent of 386 
square miles were reserved besides an area of 10 square miles gazetted as fuel re¬ 
serves under para XI of the For.-sb Rules. 296 cases of forest offences were 
reported during the year. 34 were taken into Court and conviction was secured in 
21 eases. The major portion was reported as unauthorised felling or misappropri¬ 
ation of wood and minor forest produce. Four fires occurred in the year, but no 
serious damage was done. Natural reproduction was good in consequence of the 
seasonable rains in the hot weather. An area of 101‘66 acres was planted with 
teak at a cost of Rs. 2,630. Marahmut works were executed for Rs. 5,003 which 
represent 72 3 per cent of the amount allotted , for the purpose. No noticeable 
work was done in connection with the herbarium. The total yield of the forests

CHAPTER I. 


GENERAL AND POLITICAL. 




1. The Honorable Mr. Slnmgra Soobyer o. 1. n. baring retired from the office Amnntoumt 
of Dewan in the month of Meenam 1073, His Highness the Maha Rajah was ott Be ' r “' 
pleased to confer the appointment on me, and I assumed charge of the administra¬ 
tion on the 4th Medam. 

2. During the year under report, His Excellency Sir Arthur Elibank Havelock, 

tt. c. m. o., o. c. x. n.. Governor of Madras, and Her Excellency Lady Havelock, in gwemwrf 
response to the invitation of His Highness the Maha Rajah, paid'a visit to Tra- 
vancore about the middle of October. The following extracts from the Gazette 
Extraordinary issued in that connection contain an account of the visit: —

His Highness the Maha Rajah’s cabin boat, specially fitted up tor the 
occasion, and a new cabin boat built at Alleppey for the use of chstingmshed 

Quests were placed at the disposal of Their Excellencies, and the Resident kindly 

allowed the Residency boats for the use of the rest of the party. Cabin boats were 
also provided for the servants and luggage. 

Their Excellencies and party left Bolgliatty after dinner on the 16th October, 
and were again met on the frontier at Arukntti by the Dewan Peishcar, Kottayam, 
and other Travancore officials, who escorted them to the end of the Kottayam 
Division at Pallaihoorthy, which was readied at 6-30 on the morning of the 17th 
October. Here early tea was provided; after which, the party proceeded on to 
Kammadi, attended by the Dewan Peishcar of Quilon and other otticials. bnake- 
boats manned by a large number of rowers and a flotilla of smaller boats carrying 
flao-s, silk umbrellas and other insignia of royalty accompanied the procession of 
cabin-boats. Large crowds assembled on the banks, and cheered the visitors as 
they passed. The whole route was decorated with fruit, foliage and banners. 
Thormims spanned the canals, and, passing through these gay scenes-manifesta¬ 
tions of welcome by the people to the distinguished guests of their Sovereign— 
Their Excellencies and party arrived at the Karnmadi Travellers’ Bungalow at 
9 a. m. The landing ghat was beautifully decorated, and here Their Excellencies 
were received by Mr. Bourdillon, the Acting Commercial Agent at Alleppey, and 
Mr. T. Rajaram Row, the Dewan Peishcar of Quilon. The Assistant Superinten¬ 
dent of Police, Mr. Ponambalam Pillai, with a foroe of constables formed a guard 
of honor, and the Alleppey Band was also-in attendance. On the opposite bank 
of the canal were gathered school children and a large concourse of people, who 
greeted Their Excellencies. 

After a short rest, Their Excellencies and party sat down to breakfast in a 
pavilion specially erected for the purpose and tastefully decorated by the D. P. W. 
After breakfast the party witnessed a tight-rope performance. At 11 A. w. the 
whole party took to their boats and proceeded to Quilon.

The 
Resident introduced to Their Excellencies His Highness the Elaya Rajah, the 
Dewan, the Chief Justice, the European ladies and many of the gentlemen present 
on the platform. 

After the presentation, His Highness the Maha Rajah drove with Their 
■Excellencies in His Highness’ State Carriage with four horses and postillion oat- 
•riders, to the Residency through, the Port and Ohallay Bazaar, escorted by the 
Body Guard, the artillery firing the usual salute and the troops paying the custo¬ 
mary honors. A large number of spectators had assembled from all parts of the 
country, and the procession passed through gaily decorated streets and triumphal 
arches bearing inscriptions of welcome and greeting. ' Just opposite to His 
Highness the Maha Rajah’s Palace, Their Excellencies passed under - a huge 
triumphal arch. On the maidem there was a gallery specially fitted up in which

Earlv on Thursday morning Their Excellencies visited Her Highness the 
Ranee after which they went to Miss Blandford’s School and the Female Normal 
School in the Fort.

At 8 a. ir. on Friday, Their Excellencies and party left the Capital for 
Courtallam. The Dewan was present at the Residency on their departure. Two 
wagonettes, a barouche and three tongas were provided, with relays posted all tlio 
way to Tinnevell/. Lady Havelock with her maid travelled in nuo of tho wago¬ 
nettes, followed by His Excellency, the Resident and an Aide-dc-Cnmp in another. 
The rest of the party preceded in the other carriages. 

The party reached Palode at 9-30 a. m. where breakfast was provided. Aftor 
lunch, they drove on to Colathurpnzlia which was reached in the evening. Hero 
they dined and rested for the night. 

Early on the morning of the 23rd, the party left Oolathurpuzha, but, before 
going to Parappar, they visited the Colathurpuzha river to see tho famous largo 
fishes in it. Thence they drove on to Parappar, and a temporary, lattice 
bridge which had been put up for the occasion was sncoossfully used, tho whole 
party walking over it and the carriages being drawn by coolies, one after another, 
instead of being ferried across in jungars—a tedious process. 

Their Excellencies and staff then drove on to Camp Gorge, where they hod 
breakfast, and then proceeded to Courtallam, which was reached in the evening. 
Here they stayed till Monday the 24tli, on the morning of which the party left for 

3. His Highness proceeded to Madras in January 1898 with tho objeot of 
returning the visit of His Excellency the Governor of Madras. 

4. Accompanied by the Dewan and other officers, His Highness left the Capital 
on the morning of the 25th January, and after halting at Neyyattinkara, Kuzhittura, 
Padmanabhapuram, Tirupathisarem, l’ovala and Nanguneri reached Tiunevelly 
on the evening of the 30th. Near the Toll Gate, His Highness was received by 
many of the leading native officers and gentlemen of the district. Immediately 
after arrival, the Collector visited His Highness and His Highness returned the 
visit the next day. 


5. Leaving Tmnevelly at 8 r. ji. on tlie 1st February, His Highness reached 
Tncmnopoly early next morning. At the Junction station. His Highness the Raiah 
°? Pudukotta accompanied by his brother and his Private Secretary, Mr. Crosley, 
wsited His Highness and had a few minutes conversation in the royal saloon. 

At the Fort station a guard of honor of 50 rank and file of the 27th Regiment 
was drawn up.

Excellency the Governor. A few Europeans and a very large number of the 
leading native gentleman of Madras were present on the platform to meet His 
Highness. A guard of honor from the 28th Regiment M. I. with band and colors 
was formed on the station platform, and presented arms when His Highness passed, 
the band playing. After greeting several of the gentlemen present. His Highness 
entered His Excellency the Governor’s carriage, accompanied by Mr. Arundel, 
Mr. Rees and Captain Logan- Home, and drove off to his residence at Holloway’s 
Gardens, Nungumbaukam, escorted by six troopers of His Excellency the Governor’s 
Body Guard. The usual salute announcing the arrival of His Highness was fired 
from the Fort Glacis. 

6. His Highness the Maha Rajah paid a State Visit to His Excellency the 
Governor at Government House, Mount Road, at noon on the 4-th February which 
was returned the same evening. During His Highness’ stay, several private visits 
were paid at Government House. Their Excellencies the Governor and Lady 
Havelock entertained His Highness at a State Dinner at Government House on the 
7th, a Garden-Party on the 9th, and a State Ball on the 10th. His Highness was also 
.present at the investiture by H. E. the Governor of the Honorable Mr. Bliss and 
the Prince of Arcot with the insignia of Knight Commander of the Indian 
Empire at the Banqueting Hall on the 8th February. 

7. Rajah Sir Ramaswamy Moodeliar c. I. k. gave a Garden Party at his resi¬ 
dence at Bgmore on the 8th in honor of His Highness. An entertainment was 
also given to His Highness by the Cosmopolitan Club. His Highness also attended 
several private functions and visited several institutions. His Highness’ stay was 
a most agreeable one, due especially to the courtesy and kindness shewn by Their 
Excellencies the Governor and Lady Havelock. 

8. His Highness left Madras at 7 p. M. on the 11th February. Though the 
departure was private, several European and Native gentlemen were present on 
the platform to see His Highness off. Halting for a day at Triohinopoly, His 
Highness reached Tinnevelly on the 13th and returned to Trivandrum on the 21st 
by easy stages, visiting Cape Comorin en route.

ADMINISTRATION OF THE LAND.

»a 9. The total demand for the year was Bs. 28,18,793 against Es. 25,13,008 in 
1072 and was made up of Ks. 18,25,014 on wet lands, Bs. 5,14,506 on garden and 
dry lands, and Ks. 4,78,673 under ‘ miscellaneous ’ against Bs. 13,21,716; 5,10,982 
and 6,80,310 respectively in the preceding year. There was a slight increase 
under the first two heads due chiefly to the introduction of the new settlement 
rates in some taluks; but a considerable decrease under the last head. Diminished 
receipts from the Viruthi settlement (Bs. 78,276), from sale of forest lands for 
coffee and tea cultivation (Bs. 37,435), from sale of other lands (Bs. 19,548), 
and from sale of surplus paddy (Bs. 45,615) mainly account for the decrease. 
The bulk of the Viruthi lands in the Ohirayinkil taluk was disposed of in 1072, 
and, in the taluk of Nedumangad which was mainly under operation during the 
year, such lands were neither so many nor so valuable as in Ohirayinkil. Hence the 
falling- off in this item. In regard to lands for coffee and tea cultivation it was 
deemed expedient, before disposing of applications, to ascertain through the officers 
of the Forest and Cardamom Departments whether and how far the opening up of 
the tracts to which the applications relate would affect forest and other im¬ 
portant interests. The investigation ordered was not completed before the close 
of the year. These two items do not constitute permanent sources of revenue and 
are always liable to fluctuation. The scarcity which prevailed towards the close 
of 1072 led to the sale of all available paddy and the prices realised were also very 
high. This explains the larger receipts from this source in that year as compared 
with the year under report. 

Deducting the remissions which amounted to Es. 1,18,802, the net demand 
was Bs. 21,99,991 against Es. 23,77,502 in the previous year as shown below:— 
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10. Taking the taluks individually, it is observerd that in one taluk (Clien- 
gannur) there were no arrears at the close of the year. In 4 (Ohirayink.il, 
Qiulon, Muvattupuzha and Todupuzha) the arrears were below Rs. 100, in 8 
between Rs. 100 and 500. The largest balance was in Parur which, as already 
stated, includes the dues on account of Desavazhi lands in Cochin. 

11. The remissions on account of perished c 
year amounted to Rs. 62,053 against Rs. 78,285 in 1 
and were thus distributed:—

It will be observed that the remissions granted during the year were less 
in all the divisions—markedly so in Padmanabhapuram. Remissions are granted 
as regards the two Northern Divisions (except Sheucottahiu Quiloo.) only in respect 
of Pazhanilom lands, which are cultivated once in two or three years according to 
local conditions. In respect of other lands no remission is ordinarily allowed for 
the reason that such lands in the two Northern Divisions seldom suffer from 
drought. Crops, however, are sometimes damaged by excessive rain,, and relief is 
given in exceptional cases. 

12. Including the acreage brought under registry (1,486 acres) during the 
year, the total extent of wet area under occupation was 5,87,284 acres as compared 
# with 5,320 and 5,85,798 acres respectively in. the previous year. This gives an 
# average assessment of Rs. 2-cb. 7-c. 3 an. acre. Referring to the Resident’s 
remarks in para 4 of his review of the report for 1072 regarding the incidence of . 
the land tax in Travancore as compared with Malabar, it may be observed that 
here a portion of the tax is recovered in grain, and the average above given does 
not represent the actual burden on the tax-payer as it is calculated only at the 
commutation rate which is far below the market price.

reducing the demand under old arrears to Rs. 3,56,841 against Rs. 3,59,702. Of 
this amount Rs. 67,646 were collected against Rs. 57,317, leaving an unrecovered 
balance of Rs 2,89,193 or Rs. 13,190 less than at the close of the previous year. 


Adverting to Mr. Rees’ remarks in para 5 of his review as to the differ¬ 
ential treatment accorded to the Padmanabhapuram Division and the Trivandrum, 
taluk of the Trivandrum Division in respect of old arrears, it may be observed that 
the chief reason for writing off a portion of the arrears in the above places seems 
to be, as indicated in para 10 of the last year’s report, the heaviness and the 
disputed character of the arrears. 



As compared with the previous year the collections were b#tter in all the 
divisions except Padmanabhapuram. The very low percentage of collections in 
Kottayam is attributed to the heavy out-standings due on Devaswom lands in 
Cochin which amounted to Rs. l,60,06‘l. If this be left out of account, the balance 
would only be Rs. 23,540. The arrears date from 1056 and are shown below 


The year’s collection, though fairly good in itself as compared with that of 
the preceding year, fell short of the accretions of 1072 to the accumulations of 
previous years. By frequent and careful scrutiny by the Division Peishcars of 
the nomma! rolls of defaulters and Arim Registers, by a judicious allocation of 
work among tlie existing subordinate staff and by insisting on investigations into 
disputed items being promptly completed, the arrears could well be cleared off 
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The number of demand notices issued was 86,418 or 1,467 more than in 1072,. 
but the amount covered by the notices fell from Us. 3,29,742 to Bs. 3,24,939. The 
increase was contributed by Padmanabhapuram and Kottayam. There was also a 
rise in the number of cases in which demand notices had to be followed up by 
attachment or distress, and the increase was in the above two divisions. It is 
observed that, while the nnmber of attachments and distresses in Padmanabha- 
puram rose from 1871 to 3,490 or 866 per cent, the amount in respect of which 
such proceedings had to be taken fell from Ks. 11,252 to Ks. 11,088. On the 
contrary, a fall in attachment and distress (from 1,356 to 578) in Quilon was coin¬ 
cident with a rise in the amount involved in such proceedings. While there was a 
decrease (1871) in the mimher of defaulters who paid up their dues immediately 
after the issue of demand notices, there was an increase in the amount so paid up 
(Bs. 16,210). Sales of property were considerably larger than in the preceding year, 
and the increase, though shared by all the divisions, was striking in Padmauabha- 
puram and Kottayam. • Beal property had to be sold during the year in 440 cases 
against 37 in 1072, and personal property m 284 against 23 cases. The marked 
increase in the sale of property calls for explanation, and the matter will receive 
attention. The percentage of property attached and sold was 9T and 1-1 against 
6-3 and .4, and the ratio of the defaulters whose property had to be sold -9 against 
•07 in 1072. 

18. The process service fees realised amounted to Rs. 11,879 or Bs. 54 less 
than in the previous year. The receipts showed a deoline in all the divisions 
except Kottayam where the collections rose by Bs. 336. 132 persons were employ¬ 
ed for service of processes against 168 in addition to the regular revenue establish¬ 
ment, and the cost was Bs. 6,483 or Ba. 951 less than in 1072. 


19. Inclusive of the 6 appeals under section 50 of the Ecvenue Recovery 
Regulation brought over from the previous year, there were 24 cases for disposal, 
of which all but 3 were disposed of—14 confirmed, 4 modified and 3 reversed.

Excluding 1,802 cases transferred to the Settlement Department as already 
noticed, there were for disposal 28,208 oases against 24,192 of which 6,639 against 
0,991 were disposed of—leaving 16,569 as arrears as compared with 18,201 at the 
end of 1072. The disposals, though better than in the previous year, are helow 
what could have been attained m view especially of the absence of the adverse 
circumstances which, as pointed out in the report for 1072, somewhat hampered 
operations in the previous year. Having regard, however, to the importance of 
speedily clearing the arrears, a Special Assistant to the Peishear, with a suitable 
subordinate staff, has been appointed with effect from the beginning of the current 
year. The special officer has been exclusively charged with the disposal of the 
cases in five taluks, and the arrangement, it is hoped, will result in an early clear¬ 
ance of the file. 

22. Inclusive of 14 cases of the previous year there were for disposal 111 
appeals from the decisions of the Peishcars, of which 101 were disposed of—52 
confirmed, 19 modified and 80 reversed. 

23. The extent of wet land and the number of gardens registered in taluks waste land* 
not operated upon by the Settlement Department were 1,486 acres and 3,230 **“*■“*• 
against 5,320 acres and 2,789 in 1072.

The subjoined statement gives 
particulars:— 
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The Kottayam Peishear disposed of all the cases (212). In the other divi¬ 
sions the disposals were poor, and it is not clear why these cases which concern 
the interests of Government and the disposal of which involves comparatively 
little work, have been allowed to pend. The attention of the Peishcars is drawn 
to the matter.

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There were for disposal 27,887 cases of which 17,221 or 62 per oont were 
disposed of against 26,201, 15,497 and 59 per cent respectively in the year before. 
Trivandrum stands, as in last year, first in the matter of disposal, followed closely 
by Quilon. But as 3 out of the 4 taluks in Trivandrum are settled taluks, still 
better results were possible and should be achieved in the current year. The dis¬ 
posal in Padmanabhapuram, though slightly better than in . 1072, was not quite 
satisfactory. Considering that two of the taluks in that division are settled taluks, 
a much better out-turn should have been shown. 

Four appeals were preferred to the Peishcars from the decisions of the 
subordinate officers and with 5 which remained at the close of 1072 there were 
9 cases for disposal, of which 5 were pending when the year closed. The Trivan¬ 
drum Pe-ishcar had only two cases for disposal and both were left undisposed of. 
The Kottayam Peishcar had 5 cases—all brought over from 1072—of which 3 
were left as arrears at the close of the year. The non-disposal of these cases is 
attributed to the delay in obtaining some information regarding them from the. 
taluks. Having regard, however, to the length of time the cases were pending 
the explanation is not satisfactory. Only one appeal was received in the Huzur 
and it was disposed of during the year.

It is gratifying to note that the disposals amounted to 5,403 cases against 
3,479 in 1072. The total number for disposal was 10,847 cases against 10,888 in 
'the previous year. There were 5,439 cases ponding at the close of 1073. 

The total number of revenue cases of all classes received in the central office 
during 1073 was 5,605 out of which 4,308 were disposed of and the rest 1,297 
remanded. Of these 5,605 cases, 3,865 were escheat cases, 291 nirthal cases and 1,449 
wei’e of a miscellaneous character. Of the. 3,866 escheat cases 698 were main 
cases and 3,167 for individual settlement.

There were 2,217 cases of disobedience of summons dealt with during the 
year against 2,052 in 1072. The fines inflicted including the previous vear’s 
balance amounted toEs.

A sum of Es. 128-7 chs. was remitted leaving a balance of Es. 1,471-25. chs. 

89. The number of appeals disposed of by the Settlement Peishcar was 514 
and by the Assistants 455, thus making a total of 969 against 809 in the previous 
year and leavm g a balance of 586 at the end of the year. The work done under this 
head is creditable. 

90. The number of days the Settlement Peishcar was on circuit was 130, 
against 126 in the previous year. Having regard to the extended operations of • 
the department, too much stress cannot be laid on the importance of close and 
constant local and personal supervision and check.

93. The results were, on the whole, satisfactory.

95. In Chirayinkil the work was practically completed by the end of the year. 
There was only one number remaining to be settled. 

96. The revenue derived from the settlement during the year amounted to

The amount realised in 1072 was Rs. 1,52,371. The decrease in 1073 was:

In Neyyattinkara the work was 
started only about the middle of the year. 

97. Of the receipts Rs. 39,263-11-0 or 53 per cent was from sale proceeds and 
Rs. 34,831-5-1 or 47 per cent from Vilayartham. 

98. The area of the Viruthi lands disposed of by salo was 173-08 acres the 
average price beijng Rs. 227 per acre. The area for which Vilayartham was paid 
was 215 50 acres the average proceeds amounting to Rs. 161£ per acre. 

99. The Vilayartham was 74 per cent of the sale rate. 

100. The total cost of the department for the year was Rs. 13,526-7-7 against' 
Rs. 13,740-7-10 in 1072. The cost was 1S‘5 per cent of the proceeds against

101. Towards the close of the year sanction was accorded for the amalgama¬ 
tion of the Viruthi Department, with the general Settlement Department in 
view to hav-c Viruthi settlement operations conducted and closed simultaneously 
with the genera] settlement. The method of dealing with the Viruthi lands was also 
modified 'for the benefit of the ryots. Under the old arrangement all Viruthi 
lands which were not in the continuous enjoyment of a family for fifty years or 
above had to he sold in auction. The penodot enjoyment which gives the privilege 
of securing proprietary rights over such lands by payment of Vilayartliam has 
been now reduced from fifty to twenty-five yeans, so that only lands which have 
not been in the possession of the same family continuously lor 25 years or move 
will be hereafter sold in auction. The \ llayartlmm payable tor lands of which the 
period of possession extends from 2-, to 50 years is now fixed at 30 times the 
full assessment, the former rate of 2o times the assessment being cqjltinued Hol¬ 
lands held for oO years and above. The benefits ansimr from immunity from sale 
and enfranchisement on payment ot Vilayartliam are also extended to holdings for 
less than 25 years, if there are on them houses, places of worship or valuable 
improvements made at, the expense ot the ryot, the rate ot Vilnyartliain being 
fixed with special reference to the circumstances of each case.

In addition to the above, the Penal Code Bill, which had been before the Coun¬ 
cil since 1894 and had given rise to considerable discussion and comment in its several 
staves, was finally read and passed by the Council towards the close of the year 
under report, though it received the assent of His Highness the Maha Rajah only 
in the current year. 

105. Four Bills were introduced during the year, of which the Epidemic Dis¬ 
ease Bill and the Departmental Enquiries Bill were, as already mentioned, passed 
into law.

The total number punished shows an increase of 158 or li'6 per cent over the 
previous year. The increase was largely contributed by the Kottayam Division. 
There was a decrease in the number fined, but a marked increase in the number 
punished with black marks. Bkom the details (ride Appendix) furnished by the 
Superintendent, it is observed that the increase in the number of punishments was# 
the result of closer supervision ^and control exercised by the superior offioers in 

»e» 118. The number of Police Officers criminally prosecuted showed a slight 

K. decline, from 82 to 79. The number prosecuted by the department and those 
charged directly before the Magistracy were 30 and 49 respectively against 14 
and 68 in 1072. The percentage of conviction secured in the former was 36'(> 
against 40 in the preceding year and in the latter 29‘7 against 18'1. 

Taking the total number prosecuted, the percentage of conviction was 32-4 
against 21'05 in 1072. This is doubtless an improvement, but the falling off in 
the ratio of conviction in the oases charged by the department is regrettable. No 
explanation is given in the Superintendent’s report either for the marked increase 
in the number of prosecutions by the department or for the striking decline in the 
percentage of convictions. The result is unsatisfactory and calls for the serious 
attention of the Superintendent. It is hoped that greater care will be exercised in 
instituting criminal proceedings in future. It is noticeable that in the statistics 
furnished under this head the charges preferred agaiust Police officers in their official 
capacity are mixed up with those in which they are concerned merely as private 
individuals, which makes it difficult for any correct inference to he drawn. The 
Superintendent is requested to present the two sets of cases separately in future.

121. Tbe number of cases bandied by the Police during the years 1072 and 
1073 are shown in the following statement: 



The -volume of crime to be dealt with showed an increase of 898 cases or 16-0 
per cent which is noticeable both under grave and minor offences. The dis¬ 
posals also showed a corresponding increase. 


The increase is marked under Murder (4 17), Dacoity (+ 2), Robbery (+ 12), 
House-breaking and theft (+ 54), ordinary theft (+ 251), and Cattle theft (+ 25). 


122. In cases charged, Jhe percentage of conviction seemed showed an improve¬ 
ment over the preceding year, being 82 against 77'fj. The detective results for the 
several divisions are shown below:— 
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divisions except Padmanabhapurom. : But in the recovery of stolen property, 
there was marked deterioration in all the divisions except Qnilon, which showed 
a noticeable improvement over 1072. 

The improvement in deteotive results is seen both in offences under the Penal 
Code and those under special and local laws. Out of 3,438 cases charged, 2,248 
■ were under the Penal Code, 743 under the Police Regulation (nuisances), and 44!) 
under other local and special laws. 

123. The percentage of cases referred as false shows a decline, being 35 9 
against 396 in 1072. 

124. In regard to duration of investigation also there was an improvement. 
The average duration in cases charged ranged between 2T and 20-2 against IT 
and 69'6 in 1072, while in cases referred it varied from 1-6 to 36'9 against 8'6 to 
<42'Q7. The average period of detention of prisoners under the two heads ranged 
from less than a day to 3'9-and 7 days respectively, while in 1072 it varied from 
less than a day to 2 6 and 8-5 days respectively. 

125. The number of witnesses examined by the Police rose from 16,504 to 
18,634, due apparently t.o the increase in the number of cases dealt with.

130. Both in the number of occurrences and in the value of property lost, there 
was a considerable decline, 151 cases and Rs. 25,843 against 206 cases and R s . 
37,267 in 1072. Quilon and Padmanabhapurom had the largest number of fires, 51 
and 49 respectively, but the loss of property was largest in Kottayam vie. Rs. 11,023. 


131. The following comparative table shows the number of cases handled by 
the several grades of officers during the last two years :— 



104 cases or 31 more than in the preceding year were taken up by the Assis¬ 
tant Superintendents. The Assistant Superintendent, Quilon, took up the largest 
number, 49, those in the Kottayam and Southern divisions following in order with 38 
and 17 cases respectively. The latter officer had to remain at head-quarters for 
some months to undergo training in the Riding School, and was therefore unable to 
take up more cases. 


In estimating the work done by the Assistant Superintendents in this respect, 
it is but fair that the percentage should be calculated with reference to the total 
number of grave cases and not to the total number of cases of all descriptions as is 
done in the above statement. Under a Government circular of 1891, the cases 
which these higher officers are expected to investigate are murder, dacoity, robbery, 
arson, and thefts of large value. The total number of cases of this description dur¬ 
ing the year under report was 88, of which 68 or 77*2 per cent were personally 
handled by the Assistant Superintendents. They also took up 11 cases of suspi¬ 
cious death and 25 cases of other descriptions which appeared to them deserving 
of their personal investigation. Though the number of cases investigated by 
Inspectors was larger, the percentage of such cases was smaller than in the prece¬ 
ding year. As a consequence, there was an advance in the number as well as in the 
proportion of cases dealt with by Head Constables. Having regard to the 
numerical strength of the Inspectorate, a larger share of the important work of 
investigation could well be borne by this class of officers. 

132. The number of processes Served showed an unsatisfactory rise from 86,826 
to 89,673, but it is noted that the increase is entirely contributed by processes in 
grave cases (+ 4.108), those in. petty cases showing a decline (—3,778). The 
attention of the Magistrates will be again drawn to the necessity for minimising 
this portion of the work of the Police as far as may be practicable.

137. The number of factories continued the same as in the previous year, viz., 

6 -8 at Quilon and 3 at Alleppey : against 4 and 2 respectively in 1072. Both- 
steam and manual labour were employed in most of these, steam labour being ex¬ 
clusively used in Darragh’s Spinning Mill at Quilon and John and Sons’ Oil Mil at 
Alleppey. The total number of hands employed daily was 2,076, of which 633 
were females. The wages ranged from 5} elmekrams to 9 ohuckrams per head 
against 3 to 14 ohuckrams in the year previous. The building accommodation and 
sanitary arrangements continued satisfactory. There were only a few trifling 
accidents. The usual particulars are given in the Appendix. : '

Of the 86 cases under this head, 47 were of murder, abetment of or 
attempt at murder, 11 of culpable homicide not amounting to murder, G of causing 
death by rash or negligent acts, and 22 of attempt at or abetment of suicide against 
28, 18, 3 and 19 respectively in 1072. The increase is mainly contributed by the 
Kottayam District. Trivandrum, Quilon and Alleppey bad also a larger number of 
cases of murder, but there was a falling off in cases of culpable homicide not 
amounting to murder. 


146. Thefts rose from 2434 to 2744 and the increaso is noticeable in all 
the districts. 1690 or 61'59 per cent of the cases occurred in gardens and paddy 
lands, 877 or 3196 per cent in dwelling houses and 177 or 6'45 per cent in 
highways against 1576 or 6475 per cent, 723 or 2970 per cent and 135 or 5'55 
per cent respectively ill the preceding year. Classified according to value there 
was a falling off in the number of oases involving property of more than Bs. 100. 
The percentage of cases in which the property lost did not exoeed Bs. 50 was 
90-82 as compared with 91'17 in 1072. Only in 9 cases dia the value exceed 
Bs. 1000 against 14 in the year previous. 


147. The number of cases reported was 514 against 430 in the year before— 
202 or 39-30 per cent as having been committed in gardens and paddy lands, 106 or 
20-62 per cent in dwelling houses, and 206 or 40-08 per cent in highways as 
compared with 164 or 38'14 per cent, 117 or 27'21 percent and 149 or 34-65 
per cent respectively in 1072. In 56-42 per cent of the cases the value of the 
property involved was below Bs. 5, and in 24-71 per cent such value ranged 
between Bs. 5 and 500 against 72-56 and 26-05 per cent. As in the year- 
preceding, there was no case in which property lost exoeeded Bs. 500 in value- 


148. 166 eases were reported against 151—80 in gardens and paddy lands, 50 
in dwelling houses and 36 in highways against 75, 53 and 28 respectively in 1072. 
In 32-53 per cent of the cases the value of property lost did not exceed Bs. 5 and 
in 54-22 per cent, the value ranged between Rs. 5 and 100. One case of dacoity 
where the stolen property was more than a thousand Rupees in value occurred in 
the Kottayam District. 

The High Court point out that in 98 cases of robbery and dacoity—returned 
by the Quilon District—the value of property had not been ascertained. This is 
not satisfactory. 


149. Of the other offences relating to property, there was a rise in cases of 
extortion ( + 6), criminal breach of trust ( + 53) and house breaking ( + 117), 
while there was a decline under criminal misappropriation (—17) and mischief by 
fire ( - 2) as compared with the previous year. The increase under extortion was 
exclusively in the Padmauabhapuram and Kottayam Districts, while that under 
criminal breach of trust was noticeable in all the districts except tho Cardamom 
Hills. Cases of house-breaking rose from 162 to 279, offences against public 
justice from 75 to 127, those relating to coin and stamps from 15 to 17, while' 
those m relation to documents fell from 42 to 34. All the districts, except Quilon 
and Cardamom Hills, contributed to the increase in offences against public 
justice, while Quilon and Kottayam exhibit the same result in respect of offences 
relating^ to coin and stamps. In Trivandrum alone have cases affecting documents 


chiefly contributed by the Ahkari Regulation. ( + 324), the Towns Conservancy 
and Improvement Regulation (+271) and the Police Regulation ( + 198). There 
was also arise m ofiences under the Regulations relating to Criminal Breach of 
Contract ( + 67), Cattle Trespass ( + 47), Coffee Stealing Prevention ( + 10), Opium 
and Bhang ( + 10), and Gambling ( + 6). There was a decline incases under 
the Tobacco Regumtion (-82), Stamp Regulation (-82) and Forest Regulation 
( 43). ihe variations in cases under other laws were alight.

There was an improvement in the percentage of convictions both under the Penal

im the previous year. With regard to the results attained under the latter, the 
High Court correctly point out that much, better results are possible as prosecutions 
have, in a large number of cases, to be instituted by or under the orders of Govern¬ 
ment officers or committees entrusted with the administration of such laws. The 
attention of heaas oi departments — esneciallv or the Town Improvement Com¬ 
mittees—is drawn to the matter. 


152. One out of every 53 persons of the population was involved in criminal otwaa»a m 
proceedings against one out of 55 persons in 1072. The ratio in the case of males ofoffeaders * 
was 1 to 28 and in the case of females 1 to 497 as compared with 1 to 29 and 
1 to 481, respectively. The fall in the ratio of females is a gratifying feature and 
was shared by all creeds. The rise in the number (1,116) as well as ratio of 
males was contributed by Christians and Mahomedans alone. 61 per cent of the 
persons involved in criminal proceedings were Hindus, 12*39 Mahomedans and 
and 26*61 Christians, against 62-90, 12*08, and 25* 02 in the previous year. 


153. The number of public servants charged as such was 125 against 291 pcsoi* 
in 1072. The striking disparity is due to the incorrect inclusion in the returns 
of previous years of offences other than those committed by public servants ” ch - 
in their official capacity. Of the public servants charged, 28 per cent were con¬ 
victed against 14‘4 per cent in 1072. The result, though a decided improvement, 
is below what should and could be attained. It is hoped that heads of depart¬ 
ments who are competent to order prosecutions will see that public servants are 
not sent to criminal courts in cases in which departmental punishments would 
fully meet the ends of justice, or when sufficient and reliable evidence is not 
available. 


Of the public servants convicted, 27 or 77T per cent were in receipt of salaries 
.below Rs, 10 and 7 or 20 per cent between Rs. 10 and 25, and only one person 
between Rs. 25 and 50. 


154. It is gratifying to note that the number of juvenile offenders has largely rumiia 
fallen off—273 boys and 22 girls against 430 boys and 52 girls in 1072. “®’“ ra " 
185 or 62-71 per cent were brought to trial and 46 or 24'86 per cent 
convicted against 290 or 60-17 per cent and 60 or 20-69 per cent in the year 
before. Nearly three-fourths of the number convicted were found guilty of theft. 

9 of the convicts were ordered to be transferred to the Reformatory against 5 
in 1072. 

155. Proceedings under Chapter Till of the Code of Criminal Procedure for 
taking security to keep the peace and for good behaviour were taken against preceding.. 
.85 and 5 persons as compared with 7 and 5, respectively, in the previous year. 

Only 1 person was bound over to keep the peace and 1 for good behaviour. 

There was a falling off from 3 to 1 in cases of looal nuisances under Chapter X 
and of frivolous and. vexatious complaints dealt with under section 227 from 
83 to 69. 3 persons were directed to pay maintenance against 5 in 1072. The 
aggregate amount pf hail or recognisance bonds forfeited was Rs. 743 and that 
realised Rs. 891 against Rs. 783 and Rs. 588 in the previous year.

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The percentage of punishments to average strength rose during the year from 
32-22 to 46-67 and that of corporal punishment from ’96 to 18'93. This 
large increase was due to the occurrence of a serious riot among the convicts 
owing to the enforcement of strict discipline under the new rules, to the introduc¬ 
tion of uniforms for the convicts and to the stoppage of extramural labor. Ko very 
serious consequences ensued, the disturbance being promptly quelled and order 
restored.

The out-turn of work by the Forest Settlement Officers (Division Peish- 
cars) was poor. With the exception of the Pallode Reserve, no report of the 
completion of settlement of any reserve was received from these officers during 
the year. ■ Having regard to the number and extent of lands proposed and fit 
for reservation and the importance of speedily settling them, it is hoped that the 
officers concerned will pay particular attention to the'matter and secure better 
results in the current year. 

The total area of reserved forests and lands at the end of the year as compared 
with 1072 is shown below: — 
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299. 12 miles of the Pattanapurom reserve, 13| miles of the Koni Reserve, 

and 2 miles round the Achencoil village were demarcated during the year. The 
annual clearing of the boundary line between Travancore and Cochin was not 
taken up, as no officer of the Cochin Government was at the spot for the purpose. 
A tract of laud measuring 2£ miles was demarcated and excluded from the 
Malayattur Reserve.

Officers, 75 were in die Central Division. This is not satisfactory. Information 
lias not been furnished by the Conservator regarding the duration of oases before 
Forest Officers. This should be done in future. 

A sum of Rs. 782-6-11 was realized as compensation in the cases compounded 
by Forest Officers. 


A statement showing the nature of the offences reported is given below r 
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As in 10T2 the majority of offences fell under the first head. 12* case3 of injury 
to forests by fire occurred during* the year aud none of grazing without permission. 
Only one case of forest clearing was reported as against 3 in 1072. 


303. Foui’ fires occurred during the year, 2 in the Northern, one in the Central 
and one in the Southern Division. There were no fixes in the previous year. Of 
the 2 in the Northern Division, one which did little injury broke out in the Malay at- 
tur reserve, and the other in the Teak Plantations at Perunthode on account of 
which about 10,000 saplings were damaged. The remaining two, one in the 
Koni Reserve and the other in tho hills about Shuravuzln are reported to have 
been of no serious consequence. Except in respect of the Teak Plantations, no 
fire protection has hitherto been provided. Government have, however, sanotioned 
the appointment of special watchers to protect the forests from fire. 

304. The grazing fees collected during the year amounted to Rs. 668 against 
Es. 133 in 1072, showing an increase of Rs. 535. . 

305. The seasonable rains during the dry weather and the comparative absence 
of fires were favourable to natural reproduction. In the Northern Division, 
erumullu, elavu, teak and thambagom grow freely. Two natural plots of the 
latter two lands of timber are reported at Yetticad and Perunthode. Government 
have sanctioned an allotment tor clearing the exuberant undergrowth, which 
appears to hinder the growth of the teak trees referred to. A good growth of 
both teak and blackwood is also reported in the Periyar Lake Reserve, while in 
the Southern .Division, there was healthy reproduction of white cedar in the 
neighbourhood of Yerur and Kulathurpuzha,. and of blackwood and vengai at 
Mookunni Mala. 

306. An area of 101*66 acres was added during the year to the existing Teak 
Plantations—55*6 at Malayattur and 46*06 at Roney—at a total cost of Rs. 2,630,. 
or Rs. 25*8 per acre. This with the cost of maintaining the old plantations 
amounted to Rs. 11,745 against Rs. 15,121 in the year before. No addition was 
made at Ariyencavu though funds were sanctioned for an extension of 50 acres, as 
efforts had to be made to improve the past year’s planting which had partially 
faffed. At the end of the year, the total area under teak was 1,378*16 acres as

The receipts totalled Rs. 4,22,344 which is less than the previous year’s figure 
by Ks. 14,783. There was a decline in the sales from almost all the depots due 
chiefly to the Plague in Bombay, which, by disorganising all business, diminished 
the demand for timber. The decrease under seigniorage is explained by the re¬ 
duced quantity of timber removed during the year on permit, while most of the 
advances having been recovered during the previous years, there is a falling off 
under that head also. As in 1072, a sum of Rs. 36,9# was due to the department 
for timber delivered to the D. P. W. and Marahmut. 



318. Besides the 21 elephants attached to the department, 16 were captured 
during the year, making a total of 37. Of these 5 were sent to pagodas and 2 
died. 14 out of thq remaining 30 are tuskers and the rest cows. 


314. The Conservator was out on inspection for 137 days which gives a 
centage of 37-5, while the percentage of inspection work done by the Deputy 
Assistant Conservators is 66-1. ’ 







CABDAMOM 


CARDAMOM AND OTHER GOODS (1897-98). 

315. The report of the Superintendent and Magistrate, Cardamom Hills, was 
received on the 17th December 1898 or 47 days after the prescribed date. 

316. Mr. A. W. L. Vernede, Assistant Superintendent and First Class Magis- 
trate. Cardamom Hills, oontinned in temporary charge of the department till 
about the close of Meenom 1073 when he was relieved by Mr. J. S. Sealy, the 
Superintendent. The office of Assistant Superintendent having been abolished, 

Mr. Vernede was transferred to the Forest Department as Deputy Conservator, 
and a First Class Magistrate’s Court was established at Peermado. 

317. As stated in para 400 of the report for 1072, the Makarayelam gardons Una 
continued under the land-tax system. The demand on account of the allotted gardens ”**"■ 
was Bh. Rs. 56,675-chs. 3-c. 4, of which Bh. Rs. 56,332-chs. 2-5-c. 10 were recovered 
during the year leaving a balance of Bh. Rs. 3l2-ch. 5-c. 10 or 2 per cent 

of the demand. 

About 6,000 acres of fresh land within the Cardamom Reserve were leased 
to the ryots on 319 pattahs for the cultivation of cardamoms on a light initial 
assessment of one British Rupee an acre per annum. The demand on this account 
was Rs. 6,057-27-9 of which Rs. 2,896-11-4 was realised during the year. More 
applications have been receiyed aggregating about 6,000 acres and steps have been 
taken to survey these lands. 

318. Government sanctioned during the last quarter of the year the grant fj* 
of grass lands and swamps within the Cardamom Reserve for the cultivation of §S“ “. 
cereals. These lands are not fit for the growth of cardamoms. The principal 

terms of the grant are that such lands will be leased only to holders of cardamom 
lands; the maximum grant to a single ryot will be 5 acres of wet and 20 acres 
of dry land; the grantee? are at liberty to put up dwelling houses or other build¬ 
ings; and the annual assessment for the first three years will be 4 annas per acre 
of dry and one Rupee per acre of wet lands. Whether and how far the ryots are 
prepared to avail themselves of the above concession could be known only in the 
current year. 

319. The following statement compares the receipts of the last two years :— Boori*. 



The receipts from sale of other goods amounted to Rs. 8,783 or Rs 2,658 
less than in 1072.

Tile total receipts from cardamom and other goods amounted to Rs. 1,18,264 
against Es.

320. The expenditure amounted to Es. 55,667 against Es. 64,343 or a decrease 
of Es. 8,676, due mainly to the reduction in the cardamom establishment with 
effect from the beginning of the year. 

321. The net receipts thus amounted to Bs. 62,597 against Es. 27,472 in 1072. 
822. There were 3 cases of smuggling, 2 of cardamoms and one of dammer. 

All of them ended in conviction. . 

323. Eight elephants were captured, of which one tusker and 3 cows survived.

Ini. route. 325. The value of the external trade of the country during the year was 

Es. 2,36,14,516 against Es. 2,47,98,100, showing a decrease of Es. 11,83,584. 
These figures do not include the value of the transactions on account of Govern¬ 
ment, or of the internal trade for which statistics are not available. 

326. Of the external trade, 88 per cent was carried bv sea, 42 by baokwater 
and 20 by land as against 34, 48 and 18 per cent respectively in 1072. 

Of the entire trade, the export amounted to Es. 1,44,55,893 or 6T2 per cent 
and the import to Es. 91,58,623 or 38'8 per cent against Rs. 1,46,93,752 or 59'2 
per cent and Es. 1,01,04,848 or 40-8 per cent respectively in the previous year. 
Thus there was a deoline in both export and import amounting to Es. 2,37,859 
and Es. 9,46,725 respectively, due probably to the prevalence of Plague in Bombay 
and other places in British India. The export exceeded the import by Es.

Taking the actual expenditure on works alone including compensation paid 
for lands, the establishment charges absorbed 12-91 per cent against 9-.-J8 in 1068, 
1.4-05 in 1069, 10 97 in 1070, 16-08 in 1071 and 14-55 in 1072. 

It may here be observed that the first column of the Chief Engineer’s state¬ 
ment embodied in para 461 of the last Administration Report, included the whole 
of the old supernumerary executive staff as well as a major portion of the old 
temporary establishment which latter was paid from the allowance of 10 per cent 
for “ contingencies and extra establishment ” in sanctioned estimates for works. 
Taking the old permanent establishment alone (including the supernumerary 
which was practically permanent), the cost before the reorganisation stood at 
Rs. 9,691 against Rs. 15,802 after the reorganisation, as per column 2 of the 
statement. 



The gross expenditure in the Trivandrum Division including the Head 
Quarters Division bears almost the same ratio as in the previous year. The Chief 
Engineer makes the following observation on the higher proportion of expenditure 


“ The heavy expenditure in the Trivandrum as compared with other Divisions 
“is due to two causes, (a) charges on account of the Governor's visit and (b) 
“ charges on account of remetalling the main Southern Road. 







“ As to (a), the extra expenditure under this head in the Trivandrum Division 
“was Es. 59,800. 

“As to (bj, it should he explained that this, the main artery of communication 
“of Travancore with the outside world, is 54 miles in length; only 18 miles lie in 
“ tlic actual revenue limits of Trivandrum Division, but for purposes o£ P. TV. D. 
“administration the whole 54 miles is under the Trivandrum Division. Hence the 
“expenditure on the whole 54 miles of road, although fairly dividahle between the 
“ Trivandrum and Southern and indeed other divisions, is shown in the accounts 
“ entirely against the Trivandrum Division. This charge amounted to Es. 67,692 
“ and is really fairly debitable in comparison of expenditure to Quilon, Trivaudrum 
“ and the Southern Divisions as it is equally of vital importance and necessity to 
“ each tract of country. 

“With these considerations, additional, columns are inserted in the table 
“ adjusting these items and a ratio of expenditure struck which will give a fairer 
. “indication of tho Public Works carried out in each Division.’ 3 

It will be observed that there is a fall in the percentage of expenditure in the 
Trivandrum and Southern Divisions while there is an increase in the Northern and 
Quilon Divisions. 

The expenditure under each service head will now be brieflj noticed.

With reference to the need for the improvement of communication in the 
Northern Division, referred to m the British Resident's review o£ the last Adminis¬ 
tration Report, the Chief Engineer states:— 

“ Its area is about 3,220 square miles; but of this 1,410 square miles consist 
“ 0 t very broken country with elevations running up to six or seven thousand feet 
“ either too precipitous or so entirely covered with jungle as to he habitable only 
“liv wild beasts except m comparatively limited areas. 

“It surely cannot lie seriously maintained that these 1,410 square miles of 
“ country is unfairly treated unless it be immediately provided with a road system 
“ as complete as is already m existence in an open well-populated tract such as tho 
“ Tnvnudrum Division. In the Trivandrum Division there are hardly 200 square 
miles ot jungle and lulls.” 

He proceeds to say “there are not less than 210 miles of navigable waterway 
which when added to the ool miles of road (put down in the statement appended to 
para 430 of the last report) gives a total ot 764miles of communication of all sorts ” 
and adds “ if tins mileage be compared with the area of country tiiat is possible of 
development to any sensible extent, namely (3,220-1,410) 1,810 square miles, it 
will be* found that "it is already provided with one mile of communication to about 
every 2J miles area of country.” 

Available as there is in North Travaneore water communication in some places 
throughout and in others in some months of the year, it can hardly be said that 
this wdfcli the existing roads fully meets the requirements.

Excepting the Kotayar Project, the works were all ordinary irrigation works 
numbering 42. Of these, the only works wdbch consumed more than Rs. 1,000 
during the year were tlio restoration of the Vilathankarai tank and of the Parur 
reclamation Build. These received an expenditure of Rs. 4,676 and Rs. 7,070 
respectively up to the end of the year out of an estimate of Rs. 6,070 and

366. Mr. Jopp thus writes in reference to this scheme : 

“ The progress made on the Kotayar Irrigation works may be briefly indicated 


“ During the year under review, the diversion dam, diversion channel and 
flume were completed and tho water diverted on the 28th January 1898. From 
that, time up to 3rd June 1898, when the South-West monsoon floods came down 
the river, work proceeded steadily. The excavation of tlie main dam foundation 
occupied a considerably longer time than was anticipated. The removal of silt, of 
drift logs bedded in the earth, and of boulders, and the removal of loose' or 
decomposed rook overlying the hard rocky surface proved to be difficult and slow 
work so that it was not found possible to make an actual start of masonry work 
in the main dam foundation before the floods of the South-'West monsoon. 

“ The entire site for the dam was, however, laid bare from end to end except 
for a short distance where the flume crossed the excavations. 

“In the meanwhile the operation ot laying tramway to the quarries and 
nnrkee field and the preparation of all descriptions of materials such as store, surkee, 
sand and lime made good progress, a considerable stock of these materials behfe 
in hand by the end of the year. 6 


“Work on the channel was also proceeded with but not to the extent that 
might have been owing to the want of funds, the labour being diverted fo it 
chiefly when work could not proceed at the head works. The greatest progress 
was made in the high embankments at Miloiw, Kakachel and at the Tirunandikara 
cutting at Tirunandikara and Ponmanai. Progress was alse made with various

The ex¬ 
clusive privilege of manufacture and supply of arrack was disposed of by tender and 
was granted to the tenderer who offered te> Government the largest share of the 
prescribed still-head charge. The privilege of sale of arrack was sold by auction. 
Within the town the right of sale was assigned to the highest approved bidder for 
each shop. Thu wliolo area outside the town was assigned to one Vend-renter, 
who was the highest bidder. The Vend-renter could open as many shops and in 
such places within the Vend-avea as he may be required, or permitted to do, by 
Government. The manufacturer was bound to supply the Vend-rontcv and in¬ 
dependent shop-keepers at the prescribed rates per gallon; and the latter wore ‘ 
bound to obtain the arrack required only from the manufacturer. Tho exclusive 
right of sale of toddy throughout the taluk was separately sold by auction and 
granted to the highest bidder.

487. The usual indent to Europe for medicines, instruments &u. was reduced 
by Rs 18 000- Minor repairs to instrument,* were arranged to ho made locally, 
a few or the more valuable instruments being alone sent to Bombay or England. 

A sum ot Rs 2.067 was expanded during the year m the purchase ot bazaar 
medicines. All the institutions seem to have been supplied with copies ol ‘Waving*’ 
Bazaar Medicines' tor guidance. The use of indigenous drugs to a much larger 
extent than now seems both feasible juki desirable, and it is hoped that the matter 
will receive the special attention ot the Durnar Physician.

STATE LIFE INSUBAA T CE. 


634. With a view to enable public servants, especially those in the subordinate 

S'fnstt ce was introduced with effect from the 1st Makarom 1073. Its main 
features are:— 

1.1) It applies to all persons holding’ permanent appointments, who arc not 
above 45 years of age or whose monthly salary is not below Rs. 10. 

(2) Insurance is optional in the case of those who had entered the service 
permanently before the 1st Makarom 1073. 

(3) Persons entertained in the service after the said date arc hound to sub¬ 
mit proposals for insurance. 

(4) Proposers have to undergo medical examination. Provided Government 
may in particular cases dispense with such examination and admit the acceptance 
of a certificate of health from a competent medical officer. 

(5) The premium or contribution is 5 per cent of the pay of the insured to he 
recovered and credited to Government every month till he shall complete 55 years 
of age or till death, if that occurs earlier. 

(6) The bonus due in return is according to a table calculated on reeoivod 
principles with due regard to the interests involved and is payable only to the 
legal representative or assignee of the insured after death. 

(7) All receipts and disbursements on account of the scheme arc carried to a 
separate head of account and the funds invested as Government think best. 

635. The business of the scheme is managed by a Committee composed of a 
President and four members. The Committee is allowed a Secretary and a small 
office establishment. 

636. There were 7 meetings of the Committee held during the year, the 
average attendance being 88’57. 

637. 9 proposals were received of which 4 were accepted, 1 refused and the 
rest were under the consideration of the Committee when the year closed. Tlio 
amount of premia received on the lives insured was Es.
